ments which allowed these purchases: to 
lie fallow for generations at the public 
expense, he is reputed to have amassed 
immense wealth—which he never worked 
for, but acquired on the ‘unearned 
increment” principle, How he held onto 
that piece of ground near Kowloon Point 
for years, without attempting to build on 
it or improve it in any way, in the hope 
that the Wharf and Godown Company’ 
would be compelled to buy: it at hls own 
price, is an instance of Mr. GRAN VILLE 
Suarp's peculiar notions of philanthropy 
and of his vaunted interest in Hong- 
kong’s welfare,’ very significant in itself, 
but too well-known and of too recent a date 
to requiré more than a pas ing allusion.

On Wednesday evening. a Japanese photo- 
prapher named utero Saik!, who had been in 
the Interfor ard was igdorant of the war, was 
apprehended on bis arrival at Tientsln, After | 
an examlnation by the Customs Taotal he wae

on bis way to Japan. It is belleved that with 
Saikl disappears the last Japanese subject 
having legitimate business in Tlentsin.
